In the first place, the 8 to give unlimited aid to Britain car- 
ries with it the implicatidh that the goods must actually reach Great 


—in itself a virtual act of war—also inevitably leads to an even more 
certain war step: the convoying by the U. S. Navy of these arms to 
Britain. In thig connection, the United States News in its issue of Dec. 
27 declares: 

“As a corollary (to the President's ‘loan aid’ plan) serious con- 
sideration is being given to use of the American Navy to assure that 
goods destined for this country and for Great Britain are not inter- 
fered with in the waters of the Western Hemisphere.” 

It is obvious that with such a development, the plan which is being 
presented to the American people as a means of keeping the country 
out of war would mean war itself. 

The implications of the President’s plan for the internal life of the 
country are just as clear and just as shocking. First there is the Presi- 
dent’s super-clever pretense that he is “removing the dollar sign from 
the question of aid to Britain.” Actually the dollar sign looms larger 
than ever. The same issue of the United States News states that “the 
American Treasury will pay any bjlls, regardless of their total. . In 
effect, the United States would agree to pay the cost of the war Britain 
is fighting, with the question of repayment to be answered in detail 
after the war is over.“ | 

Just who would be paying these bills “regardless of their. total”? 
Not the arms manufacturers, since the whole plan was*destined to guar- 
antee without the slightest risk, super-profits for them! No, they will 
make a huge profit on every item which the government would buy 
from them for re-shipment and “loan” to Britain. Where then would

Of course, the Financial News of London is not here referring to 
the lowering of the living standards of ALL American citizens—but 
only of the common people, while the standards of the imperialists 
themselves would be skyrocketed. London financial circles know what 
they are talking about, because it is just such a program which, they 
have been putting across in thejr own country with the connivance of 


the Labor Party leaders: a program of huge war profits, on one hand, 


and of increased exploitation on the other. It is this program which 
has resulted in the campaign for wage increases sweeping throughout 
England and the beginnings of a strike movement despite the threats 
and bullying by Bevin and the other “labor” leaders, including Sir Wal- 
ter Citrine who has come to this country to introduce in his person his 
brand of “socialism”—longer hours and speed-up. 

The declarations of William Green that American labor will make 
“any sacrifices”; and the strike-breaking activities of Sidney Hillman’s 
Labor Advisory Division are the means by which the Administration 
and the employers hope to put s their latest plan.

» Press ‘reports that a lack of aluminum 
is cutting airplane production again demon- 
strate that the fraud behind the attempts to 
speed up labor in the name of “national de- 
fense.“ | 

A high-pressure propaganda cempaign, 
headed ‘by William S. Knudsen, has been 
waged in recent days to the effect that. the 
“defense” program is “lagging” and that la- 
bor therefore must work longer and harder. 

The slowing up of plane production due 
to the shortage of aluminum (the Mellon 
aluminum monopoly has always maintained 
a policy of curtailment in order to keep up 
high prices) shows that if there is any truth 
to the story of a “lag,” it’is the responsibil- 
ity of the capitalists themselves. Further- 
more, since the whole “defense” program is 
calculated to drag the country into the war, 
it is not the “lag” so much as the program 
itself which is endangering the security and 
peace of the country. 

There are at least 9,000,000 unemployed 
in the United States—with undoubtedly 


more skilled unemployed workers than in 


any other country. The productivity of the 
American worker is likewise the highest of 
any worker in the world. In view of these 
facts, it becomes clear that all pleas for 
longer hours and faster work are concected 
in order to achieve the breakdown of labor 
standards which the open-shoppers were not 
able to achieve in peacetime. |
